to feature Dr. Rosabeth Kanter 


Montreal, Quebec, October 26, 1977 -- Sociologist, feminist 
and management consultant Dr. Rosabeth Moss Kanter will open a four day 
symposium on leadership, decision-making and organization behaviour at 
Concordia University on November 7 at 7:30 p.m. 

Entitled "How Do You Manage?", the symposium is aimed at 
helping people become good managers in their personal lives as well as 
in work situations. 

Dr. Kanter will speak on "The Anatomy of Success in the 
Organization" and will discuss how positions affect attitudes, behaviour 
and job prospects in the Loyola Campus Centre, 7141 Sherbrooke St. West. 
Free tickets for the lecture are available in room 135 of Loyola's 
administration building or at the door. 

Of Dr. Kanter's latest book, Men and Women of the Corporation, 
Warren Bennis, President of the University of Cincinnati wrote: "(It) is a 
bank of candles in the dark, shedding light on the most important issues 
of our time -- the structure of organizations, work behaviour, the quality 
of worklife, the status of women, minorities and other excluded groups, 
the warp of communications, and that globally significant issue, the sharing 
of power." 

Dr. Kanter is a professor of sociology at Yale University 
and a partner in the organizational consulting firm Social Analysis 
Associates. Her publications include Work and Family in the United States, 
Another Voice and Commitment and Community as well as nearly 40 articles 
‘in books and scholarly journals. 

Other participants in "How Do You Manage?" include management 
professors Dr. Stephen Robbins of Concordia and Dr. Henry Mintzberg of 
McGill in addition to members of Concordia University's Learning Development 
Office, Lacolle Centre for Educational Innovation and Learning Co-op.
